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MINUTES 


Saturday, October 19, 1839. 

The Association met, according to last gear’s appointment, 
a* Elder S. S. Lattimore, who was appointed to preach the introductory sermon, 
^ and Eider William Harrod, his alternate, bjoth having failed to attend, a sermon 
, was preached by Elder Joseph Morris, from Mark iv, 14. 

Ci After preaching, the delegates convened 'in the meeting-house, and the former 
clerk being absent, appointed brother Thomas Fox, clerk pro tern. 

Prayer by Elder James Hall. The letters from the churches were read, 
and the names of the delegates enrolled. 

Proceeded to eleet a moderator and clerk. Elder Joseph Morris was chosen 
0 moderator, and brother Thomas Fox, clerk* 

The constitution and rules of decorum wiere read. 

A door was opened for the reception of' churches wishing to unite with the 
Association. Salem Church, of Chickasaw; county, presented a letter by her 
Vkr delegates, desiring admission, which was gr&nted, and the right hand of f'ellow- 
y * ship given by the moderator. 

ZS M Called for correspondence. A letter froijn the Louisville Friendship Associa¬ 
tion, was presented by her messengers, Elders J. Moorehead and Reuben Dod¬ 
son, soliciting correspondence, which was received, the right hand of fellowship 
given, and the brethren invited to seats. A letter from the Columbus Associa¬ 
tion, soliciting correspondence, was received by the hands of her messengers, 

. Elder William Halbert, and brother James M. Griffin. The moderator gave the

The committee to arrange preaching, reported Elders Hall, Carroll, and 
Stovall to occupy the stand on the Sabbath. The Association then adjourned 
until Monday, 9 o’clock. 

Sunday, October 20. 

Elder James Hall addressed the congregation first, from Matthew vii, 20; 
Elder Stovall followed with a discourse from First Corinthians, xm, 13; after a 
short intermission, Elder B. Carroll preached from Isaiah, Mil, 1. 

Monday, October 21. 

The Association met, pursuant to adjournment. County Line Church, not 
having represented herself in the Association, a committee was appointed to 
inquire into the cause, and report. Brethren Nelm, Stovall and Hall were 
appointed said committee, who reported the following resolution: 

Whereas, the Church at County Line has declared a non-fellowship with 
this Association, and has refused to send up her letter and delegates—Therefore, * 

Resolved, That the said Church be dropped from the Association. Adopted. 

The Church at Hopewell, having failed to represent herself in this Associa¬ 
tion, and as it appears that there v/as a misunderstanding on the part of the 
Church, respecting the appointment; of a committee by this Association, at the 
last session, to visit said Church—Therefore, % 

Resolved, That a committee be appointed, consisting of Elders J. Thomas, II. 
Fox, sen., and Thomas Fox, to visit said Church, and explain the intention of 
the Association, and request the Church to-represent herself in the next session 
of the Association. 

Called for the report of the committees! 

The report of the committeee bn the state of religion n 
and ordered to lie on the table lor the present. 

Called for the Circular Letter. EldeilwJ. Morris, who wai 
the same, reported, that in consequence of having been'almost c 
in the late revivals, he had not prepared one. 

Resolved, That the excuse be received, and the brother requested to write one. 
on the same subject for next year. 

The letter to the Corresponding Associations was read and adopted. [See 
Appendix, No. 1.] 

The committoe on education presented a report by their chairman, which ' 
was read and adopted. [See No. 2 in Appendix.] 

■ The report on the state of religion was taken up and adopted.’ [See No. 3 
in Appendix.] 
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Appointed the clerk to superintend the pj-inting of the minutes, and instructed 
him to have six hundred copies printed, and reserve twenty copies for each cor¬ 
responding Association. 

Appointed the next Association to be held with the Carrollton Church, in 
Carroll county. 

Elder R. M. Curry to preach the Anniversary Sermon; Elder J. Thomas his 
alternate.

Your committee on the state of religion within the churches, beg leave to 
report: 

Ebenezer. —This church says: “We have monthly preaching by our beloved 
pastor, Joseph Morris, and prayer meetings are regularly kept up within the 
bounds of the church. We have reason to be thankful to the Great Head of the 
Church for the manifestation of His presence amongst us in the awakening and 
conversion of sinners. We have received by baptism 39; present number, 82.” 
“Great is the Lord, and greatly to be praised in the city of our God, in the 
mountains of his holiness.”— Psalms, 48, 1. 

Salem, Carroll County. —We have intelligence of a very encouraging 
nature from this church. Love and harmony prevail within her borders. There 
have been added by baptism 26—149 in fellowship, in all. S.S. Lattimore is her 
pastor. “Thy children shall be taught of the Lord, and great shall be the peace 
of thy children.”— Isaiah, 34, 13. 

Carrollton. —This church has been favored with a most gracious revival of 
religion; about 60 have been added by baptism. As the statistics of this church 
have not been received, we cannot say precisely what is her number. So far as 
is known, there is a good state of things there. S. S. Lattimore is her pastor. 
“While I live, I will praise the Lord.”— Psalms, 146, 2. 

The Middleton Church says: “When we review the dealings of our Hea¬ 
venly Father with us during the year now closing, we can truly say, ‘The Lord 
hath done great things for us, whereof we are glad.’ We have received By 
baptism 82—present number 207. Joseph Morris is our pastor. We have had 
brethren Lattimore, Stovall, and Hufham with us occasionally.”

Shonoalo.— This church has failed, by her delegation, to represent herself 
in the Association this year; consequently, we cannot say what is her standing. 
There have been some additions by bapti sm. S. S. Lattimore is her pastor. It 
is believed that a good state of things is prevailing within her limits.

They have received hv baptism 4—in fellowship, 38. R. M. Curry is their 








pastor. “Blessed is every one that feareth the Lord; that walketh in his ways.” 
— Psalms, 128, 1. 

Greensborough. —This church represents herself as in a cold state. She 
enjoys peace and harmony at home. Baptized, 1—in fellowship, 32. Medy 
White is their pastor. “Unto Thee, lift I up mine eyes; Q Thou, that dwellest 
in the Heavens.’W-PsnZms, 122, 1. 

Fellowship Church says: “In reviewing the history of our church for the 
past year, we find it has not been characterized by any visible out-pouring of the 
Holy Spirit. We enjoy peace and love among ourselves. In fellowship, 69. 
Jesse Thomas is our pastor.” “Behold how good and how pleasant it is for 
brothers to dwell together in unity.”— Psalms, 133, 1. 

Bethany —Says: “The state of our church, since our last, is as follows: 
Baptized, 3—in fellowship, 64. William Harrod is our pastor.” “I will love 
the Lord, my strength.”— Psalms, 18, 1.
